The British Government is ex- 
pected to accept officially the invi- 
tation to the Palestine Govern- 
ment to participate in the fair, per- 
mitting the American committee to 
proceed with its plans. A provis- 
ional governing board, having the 
cooperation of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, was announced. 

The boaird, which has headquart- 
ers in the Empire State Building, 
includes Mr. Backer, Israe] B. 
Brodie, Dr. Israel Goldstein, Mr. 
Jacobi, Louis Lipsky, with Samuel 
Blitz as secretary and Meyer W. 
Weisgal as executive director. 

The $250,000 fund is to be rais- 
ed through individual contributions, 
organizational participation and 
community gifts.. 

“Street Scene” Planned. 

Plans for the exhibits within 
the pavilion so far formulated in- 
clude presentation of Palestine 
products, with booths planned for 
the sale of Palestine wine and 
other agricultural yields, jewelry, 
silverware, leather goods nad lug- 
gage articles, woodwork, walking 
sticks furniture and similar manu- 
factures the country has begun to 
produce. 

A selection called “Streets of 
Jerusalem” is contemplated, in 
which, in the form of bazaars, the 
ancient city is to be represented. 
In addition, it has been suggested 
to make a large representation of 
Tel-Aviv, with characteristic booths 
and stores for display of saleable 
merchandise, 

Presentation of the cultural side 
of Palestine is contemplated in a 
Series of concerts by the Palestine 
Symphony Orchestra, with an invi- 
tation to Toscannini to conduct at 
least one of its peiformances. In 
this field, it is planned to bring to 
New York during the Fair the Ha- 
bimah Repertory Theatre, the Ohel 
Theatre and other dramatic and 
musical groups.

NEW YORK — Hadassah this 
week announced that 322 Jewish 
children will leave Germany and 
Poland for Palestine in groups of 
approximately sixty from now until 
March 30 under the auspices of the 
Youth Aliyah (immigration) move- 
ment, of which Hadassah is the 
sole American agency. 

The information, cabled to Ha- 
dassah from the Youth Aliyah 
headquarters in Germany, stated 
that fifty-four of the children com- 
prise the first Polish group to be 
sent to Palestine. Mrs. David B. 
Greenberg, of Mt. Vernon, N. Y., 
chairman of the Youth Aliyah com- 


the committee is studying the sit- 
uation of Jewish children in Rum- 
ania with a view to “rescuing, if 
possible, the Jewish youth of that 
country.” 

Mrs. Greenberg said that special 
certificates have been issued by 


admission of the 322 children. 
These settlers will bring the total 
of Youth Aliyah boys and girls in 
Palestine to more than 2,000. The 
children, all between the ages of 
15 and 17 when they embark for 
Palestine, are placed in thirty-five 
cooperative agricultural colonies 
and three trade centers in that 
countiy. 

Mrs. Greenberg also announced 
that Hadassah has raised $268,000 
in two years for the transfer and 
education of the children, and it 
expects this year to raise an addi- 
ti al $100,000. Of the sum col- 
lected for the project, Eddie Can- 
tor, the actor, raised $50,000.

Iadents, B’nai B'rith 
Leaders Pleased With 
Hillel Foundation 


A B'nai B’rith Hillel Foundation 
will be opened at Indiana Univer- 
sity next fall. This was decided 
by. the Executive Committee of 
B'nai Brith at a meeting Jan, 23 
in New Orleans. The Indiana 
Hillel will be the twelfth founda- 
tion to be established in universi- 
ties throughout the country. 


News of its scheduled opening 
prought an enthusiastic response 
from the Jewish student body in 
Bloomington. Seymour Cohen, 
president of the Jewish Students’ 
Union, said: “The Jewish Students’ 
Union at Indiana University has 
received the news concerning the 
opening of a Hillel Foundation 
here next fall with the greatest 
pleasure. It has been our opinion 
for some time that a central force 
which could give both guidance and 
support to the Jewish students on 
the campus is essential for our 
complete unity. I am sure that the 
continual and inspiring direction 
made possible through Hillel will 
make much more solid our founda- 
tion for a life that will be mater- 
ially of use to our Jewish people. 
I fee] that all the students in the 
Union will agree with me that we 
shall all cooperate whole heartedly 
to repay the Bnai B’rith for the 
confidence and trust they have 
placed in us.” 

The Hillel Foundation at I. U. 
is the culmination of many years 
of effort by the Indiana-Kentucky 
State Association of B’nai B'rith. 
A resolution favoring its establish- 
ment was passed at a meeting in 
Muncie last October and sent with 
supplementary material to the Na- 
tional Hillel Commission. The lat- 
ter group subsequently went on 
record as favoring the foundation. 
Additional activity was carried on 
by a committee composed of Rabbi 
David Jacobson, chairman, Harry 
Goldberg of Anderson, president of 
the Association, and Louis Novit- 
zky of Ft. Wayne. 

Commenting on the scheduled fall 
opening, Rabbi Jacobson said: “The 
establishment of a Hillel Founda- 
tion at Indiana is an occasion for 
rejoicing. For many years both 
the Jewish students there and the 
residents of the state have felt the 
need for competent and purposeful 
direction at the University.

The Editor’s Chair: 

Now the Ku Klux Klan, as ev- 
erybody knows, is not a Jewish 
organization, and moreover, the 
Klan is definitely not interested in 
building Temples where Jewish 
people can come together and wor- 
ship in the faith of their fore- 
fathers. 

So if I told you that the Klan 
was responsible for the building of 
a beautiful Temple in a _ small 
Southern town, you might not be- 
lieve me. Consequently I hasten 
to explain. 

Every year in this small Missouri 
town counting twenty-two Jewish 
families when the High Holidays 
approached, a student rabbi would 
be engaged, a hall hired, and ser- 
vices arranged as well as could be 
effected under the situation, It was 
during the heyday of the Klan, and 
the owner of the particular hall 
in which services were usually held 
had become imbued with Klan 
idealism. When he was approach- 
ed by the Jewish leaders of the 
town, as was their usual custom, 
to complete arrangements for the 
use of his hall, he excitedly turned 
them down. No hall of his was 
going to be used by any alien 
group who sought to undeimine the 
government. No indeed, The Jews 
should go back where they came 
from, and leave this country to the 
Protestants. 

Already intimidated -by the 
growth of the Klan and bitter feel- 
ing, the Jews were at loss for a 
schul. Finally one of the Jewish 
men was able with some difficulty 
to persuade a lodge that was using 
a hall he owned to peimit the ser- 
vices to be held there. 

Aroused by a situation which al- 
most denied them the observance 
of the High Holiday, the Jews, af- 
ter services that year, pledged $3,- 
000 towards a Temple fund. In a 
year this sum had been increased 
to $13,000, and the following year, 
the energetic president (the man 
who told me this stol1y) was able 


to raise enough money so that the 
moitgage was paid off in full.

committee of the New York State Bar As- 
sociation that local groups should not meddle in 
the “purely domestic affairs” of such countries 
as Palestine and Germany is more than a reac- 
tionary resolution passed by a group of isola- 
tionists. That the complaint follows on the heels 
of the American Jewish Committee’s suggestion 
that the United States would logically make rep- 
resentation to foreign nations on the persecution 
of their Jewish population, may or may not be 
pertinent, but it is obvious that the resolution 
had in mind the many Jewish protests against 
Nazism and fascism. 

To allay the Bar Association alarmists, it 
might as well be set down that the United States 
is never going to war with Germany over the 
Jewish situation, and that all the Jews of Eur- 
ope could be wiped out, and still the United 
States would refuse to take up arms, 

If the reasoning of the Bar Association and 
the American Jewish Committee is followed 
through, it is seen that the viewpoints conflict 
con the question of whether the United States 
can possibly ignore the world situation. The 
Bar Association says yes; the Committee, al- 
though it formerly said yes, at its last meeting, 
said no. Secretary of State Hull, through his 
generally-applauded reciprocal] trade agreements, 
says that world trade is essential to the return 
of economic prosperity for the United States. 
Even the New York Bar Association member- 
ship would probably endorse Hull’s trade agree- 
ments. Historians and statesmen, tell us that 
what with the radio, the airplane and speedy 
troop movements, this nation would inevitably 
be drawn into any world conflict. Regardless, 
even the most uninitiated will agree that world 
events do cast their shadow upon the United 
States, and that to ignore the situation is not 


Fort Wayne The Most Generous 


V ITH a total of $164,000 raised among 23,000 

Jews, Cincinnati occupies top position as 
per capita giver among large cities throughout 
the United States At slightly more than $7.00 
per person, Cincinnati gives more than four 
times the per capita contribution of the nation’s 
4,500,000 Jews, whose $1.50 per person is shame- 
fully inadequate to reach even the pitifully small 
goals set by the United Palestine Appeal and 
the Joint Distribution Committee. 

Before Cincinnati Jewry begins to hold its 
head high in the air, let them listen to the story 
of a small Jewish community in the Indiana town 
of Fort Wayne. Boasting three hundred fami- 
lies and 1,200 souls, Fort Wayne last year raised 
$21,000, a contribution of more than $17.00 per 
person, Although a prosperous community, as 
far as communities go, Fort Wayne is outstand- 


to improve it. 

This being true, then the question resolves it- 
self into whether the position of the United States 
in World Affairs should be one of acquiesence, or 
whether it shall be a strong stand for peace and 
for justice. It is here, and not at the point of 
U. S. participation in world affairs, that the two 
viewpoints seperate. Had Great Britain and the 
United States taken a strong stand when Japan 
first started its Chinese aggression, when Italy 
overran Abyssinia, when the Nazis tore up the 
Versailles treaty, what would be the situation 
today? 

The Bar Association is right in its stand, pro- 
viding it is agreed that the United States shall 
retire into its corner and wait and watch. Then 
those organizations that seek U. S. protest 
against the abuses of foreign governments are 
wrong. But the Bar Association, this paper be- 
lieves history will prove, is wrong. The United 
States cannot by making believe it is a part of 
another world, ignore what is happening in other 
lands. By cooperation with peace-loving nations, 
if iit is not already too late, the U. S. may prove 
the determining factor in preventing another 
world conflagration into which our sons and our 
daughters, and our businesses and our farms 
would inevitably sooner or later be drawn. 

In sending warships into the Pacific, Wash- 
ington intimates it will not be intimidated, and 
take a position alongside England in the Far 
East situation. How far should the United 
States go in protecting property and lives of its 
nationals ? 

It is indeed a difficult problem. This paper 
casts its side for courage. In any event, how- 
ever, the Bar Association cannot be accused of 
maliciousness in its resolution, despite the fact 
that it may be liable to the charge of nearsighted- 
ness,
